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And now for a world government

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I have never believed that there is a secret United Nations plot to take over the US. 
I have never seen black helicopters hovering in the sky above Montana. But, for the 
first time in my life, I think the formation of some sort of world government is 
plausible. 

A "world government" would involve much more than co-operation between nations. 
It would be an entity with state-like characteristics, backed by a body of laws. The 
European Union has already set up a continental government for 27 countries, 
which could be a model. The EU has a supreme court, a currency, thousands of 
pages of law, a large civil service and the ability to deploy military force. 

So could the European model go global? There are three reasons for thinking that 
it might. 

First, it is increasingly clear that the most difficult issues facing national 
governments are international in nature: there is global warming, a global financial 
crisis and a "global war on terror". 
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1. What's The Truth About Obama? 



The reason the corporate media threw a two year party for Barack Obama 
is because he works for them. Not us. There is no way any serious anti- 
establishment candidate gets that much establishment media coverage 
unless he's lying about being anti-establishment. Obama is a salesman for 
the plans of the people behind him, just like President Bush was. The neo- 
conservatives told Bush what to do: so who tells Obama what to do? 
Without understanding this you won't understand what's happening. 

No politician in history has ever received as much consistent and glowing 
corporate media coverage. We have to ask why. Most people admit 
governments and corporations are corrupt and dangerous. When they all 
get together to support someone, they may be planning more corrupt and 
dangerous actions that affect our health and wealth. The "party" was fun 
and so was the "hope" for "change", but now that we're awake to the 
hangover of a potential global depression, we have to figure it all out. 

This is not a "Left vs. Right" issue that forces people to take sides and go 
along with whatever the leaders of that side want to do. This is an issue of 
truth vs. lies and freedom vs. slavery. Many people have said for years 
that the two-party system is too-corrupt, or it's really a one-party system as 
the "Left" and "Right" are both wings of the same bird-brain. Regardless 
of our faith in whatever political ideology we choose to subscribe to, we 
have to make sure we're not blinded by the potential corruption behind it. 

Obama supporters could never say what he would do because he wouldn't 
say anything specific, at least often. The specific promises he made have all 
been broken in the first month, like ending the War in Iraq after six years of 
failure, ending illegal spying, constantly tapping phones and checking 
emails and internet use, ending corporate-lobbyist influence, ending the 
policies of torture in all its forms, closing illegal detention camps and much 
more. The reason for this is because he was never planning to keep them. 

The big banks and corporations behind him are betting on Obama's 
winning smile and charm to fool people into accepting all this, or focusing 



on him instead of noticing that America is on the same downward spiral 
towards a police state, with the added bonus of economic genocide. While 
at least $9.7 trillion has been given to the banks (Bloomberg 9/Feb/09), the 
mass-hypnosis media still focuses on forgettable petty issues to channel 
our collective anger. The same people that lied before are lying again. 

An old Chinese saying goes: "Fool me once, shame on you, fool me twice, 
shame on me" . . .which applies to the media. The formula for finding truth 
in a world full of lies is to find websites that collect rare mainstream news 
articles that challenge the national narrative, or what good journalists find 
instead of what corporations all push at once. When everybody is saying 
something it's propaganda, because with a million options, our collective 
beliefs are the ones heavily promoted by corporations and governments. 

Obama is a carefully crafted creation pushed by every institution that can 
be influenced by money, or nearly all of them, which explains the universal 
image-making he received. The people who listen to our phone-calls, read 
our emails, see the websites we surf, watch us on camera and more use this 
information to find out what we want, then use well-known and classic 
marketing techniques to fool us into thinking we're getting it. Advertising 
obviously works: that's why billions are spent on it. We have to see this. 

People know what they can and can't say where they work. Lawyers know 
they can't wear track-pants to court; journalists know what to report on 
and how; and so on. Everyone who needs an audience for their livelihood 
knew what to say about Obama, including how to praise and criticize him 
and what for. Celebrities are no different. After Bush, it was only natural 
for people to want someone completely different, but it's not a "miracle" 
that an unknown black guy became President in five years: it's a plan. 

Politeness is an enemy of truth, so we are often hamstrung by situations at 
work, play and elsewhere that don't allow us to think or speak freely, 
especially since thinking might lead to speaking in ways that catch flack. 
There were and are "official" or "authorized" ways to criticize Obama 
within the corporate-media framework, or critiques that comfortably 
polarize people into camps that disdain each other. If people figure out 
how the game works, they'll stop fighting over lies and focus on the top. 



Our big institutions are controlled by the big tax-exempt foundations 
(Ford, Rockefeller, Carnegie, etc.) that fund the organizations that produce 
the ideas that create the leaders we see. Once the leaders are in place, they 
influence others, including older journalists influencing younger ones and 
so on. The // meaning ,/ of Obama' s Presidency focused on how great it was 
that a black person won, with no tangible benefits except for being proud 
of it. Feeling happy for getting nothing (much) sets a dangerous precedent. 

Obama comes from this cabal and so does his family of foundation-funded 
activists working to socially re-engineer America and the world into a 
feudal corporate-fascist state. Treasury Secretary Timothy Geitner's father 
oversaw Obama' s adoptive mother's work for the Ford Foundation, who 
along with billionaire George Soros fund much of the "left" activism in the 
U.S. As a community organizer in Chicago, Obama' s job was to stall real 
change and fool people into having faith in their existing political system. 

The fact that Obama did well in the corrupt Chicago political system is not 
a good thing. It's a bad thing - for us. Here's an example from CNN: 

"In his first race for office, seeking a state Senate seat on Chicago's gritty 
South Side in 1996, Obama effectively used election rules to eliminate his 
Democratic competition. As a community organizer, he had helped register 
thousands of voters. But when it came time to run for office, he employed 
Chicago rules to invalidate the voting petition signatures of three of his 
challengers. The move denied each of them, including incumbent Alice 
Palmer, a longtime Chicago activist, a place on the ballot. It cleared the way 
for Obama to run unopposed on the Democratic ticket in a heavily 
Democrat district. "That was Chicago politics," said John Kass, a veteran 
Chicago Tribune columnist. "Knock out your opposition, challenge their 
petitions, destroy your enemy, right? It is how Barack Obama destroyed his 
enemies back in 1996 that conflicts with his message today. He may have 
gotten his start registering thousands of voters. But in that first race, he 
made sure voters had just one choice." (CNN.com - 30/ May/ 08) 

The important stories are what's reported and not repeated, or decisions 
made by journalists vs. the ones made by editorial and management who 



promote propaganda widely. Stories like the above are rarely used to give 
new ones context, so Obama supporters are being trained to accept the 
Orwellian notion of fascist benevolence, or it's bad when Bush did it, but 
it's good when Obama does it because he would make a better dictator. 
We will destroy our principles if we forgive and forget fascist decisions. 

// Sacrifice ,/ is Obama's favorite word, one he introduced later after fooling 
people with "hope" and "change" first. The people behind him want the 
rest of us to "sacrifice" what we have, or think "we've had it too good" and 
should now "use less" to save "the planet" as part of UN Agenda 21 
policies for "sustainable development" and other "green" issues. The 
problem is if we give it all up there's no guarantee weTl get it back, or the 
people in charge of the world may decide to keep all our stuff instead. 

While "nationalist faith" (David Ray Griffin) is so powerful it forms the 
basis for much of our identity, it's often misplaced since our national 
governments are unquestionably corrupt just like governments have been 
throughout history. Today, the corruption is managed by international 
bodies like the UN, World Bank, IMF, WTO and others who are pushing 
for global control over the world's resources. The same people poisoning 
us now are not trying to save the environment: they're stealing our stuff. 

Living standards will be crushed under Obama. That's why trillions of 
dollars are given to bankers and nobody else. Even groups many of us 
distrust like Big Oil, Big Pharma, Big Unions and others are virtually shut- 
out of the Obama administration. The big automakers are being forced to 
beg for "change" and their CEO's are being fired by the government. Once 
the "tool and die" or machine-tool industry is destroyed, America will no 
longer be able to "produce" anything to sell to the world and collapse. 

Since the celebrations are over and, if they realize what they're looking at, 
people can clearly see they've been lied to, it's up to all of us to figure out 
what happened fast. The bad "stimulus" or "bailout" decisions made now 
will be seen later as "mistakes" instead of what they are: a plan for banks 
and corporations to steal all of our stuff while giving us someone who we 
won't blame, or someone who we'll fight our neighbors for if they try to 
question him at all. Don't choose sides. Choose truth to set you free. 



What Obama supporters "want" to believe in is great, it's the same thing as 
every decent human being wants to believe in, or freedom, peace, equality, 
prosperity and so on. The problem is that nothing Obama has done and 
nothing he's doing will achieve any of this. Anyone can now see this for 
themselves, though as part of the Obama marketing plan, they will be told 
to go along with anything and "hope" for something better in the future. 
People need to realize why a charming guy like Obama has critics at all. 

Since President John F. Kennedy was assassinated, and to a large extent 
before, the office of the U.S. President has been largely a public and 
ceremonial and puppet-position. The major financial powers of the world 
created the two-party democratic process to convince the public to choose 
one or the other while the main agenda never changes. Different oligarchs 
fund and control different parties and candidates, but they are all working 
towards the same agenda of globally centralized power and control. 

We see this every election since politicians always promise basically the 
same thing, or "Change!" from the last one, cleaning up corruption, more 
stuff for everybody and so on. We always "Hope!" for better, even though 
we rarely get it or ask for it later. Politicians spend 90% of their time 
raising money and 10% of their time lying to us about it. So, they're 
certainly working hard, they're just not working for us. Even if you believe 
in Obama, you can't possibly believe in all the other politicians he's selling. 

Former NY Times political reporter Tom Wicker said: "Objectivity in 
journalism is advocacy for the status quo", meaning unless they challenge 
it, journalists are just reinforcing the establishment agenda. Suggesting a 
politician will save us isn't "Change!" at all: it's what always happens. 
Since they can't question things, or "think" without being accused of 
"editorializing", what happens is governments, corporations and others 
say stuff and journalists reveal it to us as-is. That's it. That's a problem. 

There are good journalists and more importantly good people working in 
the field, but they know which way the wind is blowing in an age of 
unprecedented media consolidation and shrinking revenues. Just five 
corporations control the U.S. media. They work together to promote the 



same news like gas stations agree to have the same prices, so while good 
stories get through, they aren't widely promoted. Editors are close to 
management, who're close to the corporate parent, who said push Obama. 

There are bad journalists and more importantly bad people working in the 
field who "spin" the propaganda in ways that reinforce our faith in the 
"system", among other tasks. They're the ones currently teaching people 
to switch from calling Obama a "savior" to saying he's just a "politician" 
who had to say anything to get elected, and we're glad he did, so it really 
doesn't matter if he lied or not. These journalists are very good at lying 
and if we repeat what they say then we become liars too. We should stop. 

People think they had it "bad" under Bush, but that was nothing. Most of 
the bad policies were just written down under Bush: they're now being 
rolled-out under Obama to build on the endless wars, police state and 
hundreds of new taxes based on fake environmental issues. The social 
engineering from the grassroots up is classic fascism, not the top-down 
model most assume. There aren't enough law-enforcers to control a nation 
of 300 million people unless the people and communities are conscripted. 

Obama is currently recruiting millions of ordinary citizens to police 
America as part of a half-dozen different brigades, just like the Nazi's and 
every fascist government has. As he famously said on July 2, 2008: "We 
cannot continue to rely only on our military in order to achieve the national 
security objectives that we've set. We've got to have a civilian national 
security force that's just as powerful, just as strong, just as well-funded." 
This means a trillion-dollar military policing America. This is a bad idea. 

The word "socialism" is being used to both praise and demonize Obama, 
but it doesn't apply like it never has because of the people behind it. The 
term "communism" was also used to sell a people's paradise, but it was a 
trap. In reality, socialism is a decent immediate band-aid solution to give 
the hungry a sandwich or homeless a home, but in the long-term, just look 
at the Department of Indian Affairs whose budget ballooned over 50 years 
while Native Americans are worse off than ever. Just like all other groups. 



Socialism just grows the size of government to increase their control over 
people, so it's a mistake. However, if this really was honest // socialism ,/ at 
its best, then we would see trillions of dollars given to the people, or to 
create "jobs" that "produce" things, including more jobs, not just for 
"paper" Wall Street ponzi-schemes that caused the global recession in the 
first place. This would still be bad because just printing trillions of dollars 
will cause massive hyper-inflation, but at least the people get something. 

Now, trillions of dollars are given to big banks just so they can buy smaller 
banks and other assets, not to prop-up the economy: we can see it's not 
happening. This is not re-distribution of wealth. It's theft. The U.S. federal 
government is now too corrupt to trust to manage national programs or 
socially engineer the entire country. The best way to save the world is de- 
centralized power and honest money. What's happening is the opposite. 
Be wary of solutions sold by the same politicians who failed for decades. 

Obama can get away with stuff that Bush couldn't because he has "left 
cover", or he operates with seemingly more benevolent intentions and is 
supported by the controlled liberal media, academia, activism and more. 
The reason the establishment chose to use Obama is because he can do far 
more than Bush because he looks different. In the first 100 days Obama is 
passing more cruel legislation than Bush ever could while stealing from 
and enslaving everyone else, including by de-industrializing America. 

Currently there are plans for the U.S. Federal Government, which is openly 
controlled by big corporations through lobbying efforts, to take control 
over every aspect of American society. Historically, the bigger government 
gets the more it is used to control people. Obama's plans, or the plans of 
the people behind him, are to grow the size of government until it is so big 
and oppressive that it destroys all other institutions. You may have heard 
of "public-private" partnerships, or the new name for corporate fascism. 

Obama gets his orders from U.S. National Security Advisor Zbigniew 
Brzezinski, the "Henry Kissinger" of the "Left" who helped create Al- 
Qaeda and the Taliban to fight Russia in the 1980's, his daughter Mika co- 
hosts the show "Morning Joe" on MSNBC. Working for the banking 
establishment, he wants to start World War III with Russia and China as an 
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expansion of the wars in the Middle-East. Out of that war there will be 
calls for a global government. See: Webster Griffin Tarpley for more. 

The Obama Administration will not be like President Roosevelt's, or like 
President Kennedy's, it will be more like President Carter's, with a weak 
puppet-President carrying out the will of his evil handlers against the 
American people. There was the infamous "Carter Malaise" where people 
felt depressed and hopeless. With the need to "sacrifice" during a global 
recession and more "crises" on the way, Obama supporters are going 
through the same shocks as the late 1970's that traumatized America. 

Total control over people and resources is what the Anglo-American ruling 
class wants more than anything. It will be achieved if people accept it 
without realizing it. Obama is pushing the two major lies of the ruling 
class: the "War on Terror Rapture" takes our rights; the "Global Warming 
Rapture" takes our stuff. People who genuinely want to feel safe from 
terrorism and save the environment need to understand the specific lies in 
both propaganda campaigns, plus all the hidden agendas, to survive.

Since the global Obama campaign was scientifically crafted to achieve 
maximum impact and exposure, it's tough to beat for even the most 
eloquent and persuasive speaker. Brzezinksi wrote in books like "The 
Technotronic Era" in the 1970's that people will soon no longer be able to 
form their own opinions and will only repeat what the media tells them. 
As we can see by the Obama supporters reactions to all the promises 
broken in the first month, they merely repeat the excuses they are given. 

Obama supporters are being taught to paralyze themselves by repeating 
statements like "We have to wait and see what he does. . ." while ignoring 
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what he's done and what he's doing; or "Give him a chance!" while 
refusing to analyze what's happening; or "He can't do everything!" after 
celebrating the coming of the new political messiah who will "Change" 
everything. So: either Obama and his supporters were lying during the 
campaign about Obama being special, or suddenly everything changed. 

With all this in mind, here are some ideas on how to explain this to Obama 
supporters. We're actually in pretty good shape since the establishment is 
betting heavily on Obama. There are few lasting cultural touchstones, but 
thanks to our globally engineered and ongoing interest in Obama, we can 
all internationally have conversations that finally expose the people behind 
him to stop them. If the billions of Obama supporters get this, we might 
finally be free at last, free at last, thank God almighty we're free at last. . . 



2. How Do We Explain This To Obama Supporters? 



1. Start by honestly saying you want Obama to do well because you don't 
want you, your family or friends to live in a crappy world. This will 
temporarily disarm them since they're used to the fake "left vs. right" fight 
that allows leaders of both groups to tell their followers lies and prevents 
them from listening to each other to figure them out. Let them know you 
appreciate what they want to believe in, you believe in the same thing, but 
that you're worried the people promoting Obama may not work for us.

and the media was showing a wave of popular support. Then ask if that's 
true, what massive corporate and government corruption under the Bush 
Administration he's exposed, what promises he's made and kept, and so 
on. If all you get back are cliches about what his victory "means" as 
opposed to what we actually get, try to point out that's just media spin. 
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3. Don't attack Obama himself, after centuries of practice, establishment 
brainwashing techniques are too powerful and people will just get angry. 
Despite the obvious media coverage and record campaign contributions, 
Obama supporters will still say he refused to allow corporate lobbyists to 
donate to his campaign. While there was evidence before, you can now 
clearly point out his Administration is full of old political hacks, so no 
"Change", and the most Wall Street and banker influence in history. 

4. When the Obama supporter snaps and gets mad, a trick the media 
teaches us so we short-circuit thinking and stop communicating with each 
other, relax for a second, then respond. Get a little bit mad yourself and 
ask if it's okay to criticize this particular // politician ,/ or if it's simply not 
allowed? This will quickly back down the Obama supporter as their old 
faith in how "democracy" is supposed to work will beat their new faith in 
" Obama", at least temporarily. You have a small window of opportunity. 

5. Point out how the Democratic Party was given control of the House and 
Senate in November 2006 with a clear mandate to end the War in Iraq, or 
try a lot harder than they did by funding it. Shortly afterwards, to keep 
Democrat supporters from criticizing the liars they just elected, the 
establishment started the longest Presidential campaign in U.S. history, 
telling Democrat supporters to cheer for them instead. So, ask the Obama 
supporter how they can cheer for the obviously corrupt Democratic Party? 

7. While building on these ideas, keep in mind that your anger over what's 
obviously happening has to be mitigated, and that as an ambassador, you 
can only sell the truth if you look happy you bought it. Avoid terms like 
"Obamatons", "O-Bots", "Obamanoids", "Obamazombies" and others 
popular in the Patriot movement. While accurate, they don't reflect the 
discipline and empathy needed to deal with people psychologically 
damaged by the biggest global brainwashing campaign in history. 

8. People will say "Would you rather have McCain as President?" in 
exasperation, a fair argument since he said he'd continue many of the hated 
Bush policies. Just explain that you don't like McCain either because he's a 
controlled part of the political puppet-show too, but that the establishment 
would have a much harder time selling endless wars, "sacrifice" and a 
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police state with McCain. More young people will join the army during the 
recession. Many will rather kill and die for Obama than McCain.

3. What Happened? 



Thousands of years ago, people figured out the value of lying, keeping 
secrets and controlling resources. The person who knew where certain 
foods were could get others to do what they want for that food, and so on. 
Like everybody with something in common, the smart liars started hanging 
out and breeding generations of psychopaths who shared their character 
traits. The most aggressive and intelligent started organizing the others 
into communities. The others soon depended on them for survival. 

Psychopaths are always looked for ways to get more power, so they 
carefully study each other. Others who don't care don't bother, so the 
psychopaths always continued learning how to control others. While 
people could be motivated to defend their communities and occasionally 
attack others, it was hard to convince people who didn't like fighting to kill 
strangers so their leaders could profit. So, the psychopaths constantly 
worked on new ways to convince them. Many of them still work today. 

Money was the solution to their problems, or the invention, creation and 
control of it. While myths based on fact or fiction were invented based on 
religion, royalty and other beliefs, the people in charge still had to organize 
armies each time and promise them what they would get if they agreed to 
spend months or years risking their lives for an unknown reward. The 
invention of money as a medium of exchange replacing barter allowed the 
rulers to pay and maintain standing armies to control their or other people. 

Secret societies are also how to the elites brainwash followers into mystery 
religions and hidden agendas and teach them how to lie to others. 
Powerful people claim they got their wealth and power by claiming 
allegiance to Satanic forces, then corrupt members by having them engage 
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in blood-thirsty rituals and sacrifices, which makes them comfortable 
committing acts of genocide or slavery against others for profit. Modern 
intelligence agencies are branches of these societies working for the elites. 

The occult or "hidden" aspects can't be ignored. People can't understand 
how people can be so evil because greed doesn't explain genocide, but the 
worship of Lucifer does, which is what most secret societies are engaged in.

While different oligarchs in different 
regions still fight, they agreed to work together on different areas to control 
the world and not tell the people, much like how a few mafia families 
might control a city while most people are unaware. Their main centers of 
power are in London, New York, Washington and Vatican City. 

Many people think America runs the world, but in fact it's England. The 
groups behind the British Empire, including secret societies like the global 
fraternity of Freemasons, gambled on giving America the most freedom in 
history to generate the most wealth in history. Once America was the 
wealthiest and freest country in the world, the same secret groups stole 
control of the U.S. in 1895 when President Grover Cleveland arranged for 
the J.P. Morgan bank owned by London to bailout the U.S. government.

In 1913 the U.S. Federal Reserve System was illegally created and then 
signed into law by President Woodrow Wilson to finish the job, an un- 
constitutional and privately owned bank creating money from thin-air and 
loaning it to the government. Since the Anglo-American establishment 
could create money from nothing, they used it to buy control over most of 
the institutions in the world. Later they made the U.S. dollar the world 
reserve currency and backed it up with the largest military in history. 

In 1947 the U.S. National Security Act was signed into law by President 
Harry Truman, allowing the shadow government to keep secrets whenever 
it wanted if they said it was for "national security" reasons. This was after 
the British roundtable group The Royal Institute for International Affairs 
(Chatham House) set up the Council on Foreign Relations (CFR) in New 
York and other satellite groups worldwide, and after British intelligence set 
up the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) using thousands of ex-Nazi's. 

Think tanks and foundations are where policy is developed as part of a 
compartmentalized pyramid structure. Big ideas are thought of by those at 
the top like the Bilderberg Group, while specific plans are then worked out 
by the others. As CFR historian and Bill Clinton's mentor Professor Carroll 
Quigley wrote in "Tragedy and Hope" and "The Anglo-American 
Establishment", the two main political parties were set up in the U.S. so 
people would choose between them while the main agenda never changes. 

Between their fear of revolutions and a desire to control the world, the 
rulers want a World Government controlled by them as their solution, or a 
"New World Order" controlled by banks and corporations. It's an old plan 
and they work in generations, something that people find difficult to 
understand. They promote ideas like promiscuity in our culture because 
they found the more sexual partners a person has at a young age, the less 
likely they are to form a stable relationship and strong family structure. 

Over time it works, as the lack of strong families means we are more 
isolated, less likely to stand up for each other and easily controlled. They 
create "order out of chaos" and use the Hegelian dialectic, or "Problem + 
Reaction = Solution" to get people to do what they want, creating our 
problems and giving us our reactions and solutions for their ends. They 
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are behind the issues and stereotypes that keep us fighting, plus most of 
the crises that keep us worried and demanding that something be done. 

With their control over most of the world, the New World Order group of 
ancient inter-married royalty and banking families control how most 
perceive reality. While distracting the western world with prosperity and 
toys that also subtly dehumanized them, they were quietly building their 
massive global and technological control grid. Since they were behind all 
the wars, revolutions and genocides over the last few hundred years, the 
biggest fear now is that they plan to kill 90% of the population of earth.

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5. What Can We Do? 



We can express it differently, but we can all agree that governments and 
corporations are corrupt. Since they don't act independently, and the 
powerful people behind them benefit at great cost to the world, these 
people are corrupt. We can agree our poisoned food, air, water, medicine, 
minds, bodies and souls, police state, endless wars and a global recession 
reveals their corrupt control can be dangerous for all of us. We can all 
accept that we can find the time, energy and money to help stop them. 

This is the oldest fight in history, or people vs. people in power on behalf of 
other people. It's the perfect fulfilling and empowering combination of 
selfless and selfish as we can see in any factual or fictional depiction. No 
matter what situation we're in, we can't possibly think we'll be okay as 
individuals in the "Idiocracy" (Mike Judge) we can see being created. We 
have all the evidence we need to stop trusting the big institutions whose 
lies have cost lives, so we can clean up our thoughts and our governments. 

One trick of communication we have to fight against is the compulsion to 
add "all the time" to what's being asked, or add "you can't do (x) all the 
time!" to conversations when it was never suggested. The idea of thinking 
about or doing anything different is often too-quickly dismissed this way 
as people reject wholesale changes to their behavior when they were never 
asked to consider them. We don't have to do any of this stuff "all the 
time", but finding ways to incorporate new ideas into our schedule is ideal. 

Another trick is allowing our egos to interfere with our ability to absorb 
and use information that can improve our lives. Our identities are often 
based on what we think, or "I think therefore I am" (Rene Descartes), so we 
fear any challenge to what we'd thought. However, we're always wrong 
every time we learn something new about something we knew, but, we're 
always right after we learn it, so no worries. Our self- worth should be 
based on what we can learn and figure out, not what we already know. 
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We can also realize that fighting the New World Order is the best self-help 
solution in the world. You feel empowered and connected with other 
people. You will stop hating groups and individuals based on fears and 
stereotypes. You will find ways to improve your health, wealth and 
sovereignty as an individual and on behalf of your nation. You become a 
more valuable family member or friend because your empathy, knowledge 
and ability to share information can clarify things and improve their lives. 

For over 100 years we've been conditioned to feel powerless, including 
assuming our inability to think of anything we can do. If your house was 
on fire you wouldn't just mope about it, you'd figure out a way to put it 
out. This situation is no different. Just saying there's nothing we can do 
immediately stops you from being able to think. However, if you spend 
even 5 minutes thinking of possibilities they'll start to come to mind, 
especially since there's nearly everything in the world to work on. 

One thing we can't do is just talk about how horrible things are. That 
would be like an overweight person just talking about how fat they are to 
lose weight: it doesn't work, they'll probably get depressed, eat and gain 
even more weight. Many people are great at talking about how the New 
World Order is kicking our ass, but few are any good at talking about how 
to kick theirs. This is a huge problem. Learn more, but think for yourself 
and don't pick-up any bad habits from even the most well-intentioned. 

You can make this stuff practical and save people money by knowing the 
plans of the people who control money. People need to see the practical 
and immediate value of the information you offer because they're used to 
instant gratification. Instead of trying to convince them of whatever you 
want, look at their lifestyle and offer to plug-in tailor-made health and 
wealth solutions that can improve their life by 50%. Once they see the 
value in learning what you know, they'll learn more and share it too. 

Business-models can easily be developed as all the "crises" and other 
threats we face confuse and depress us. The most valuable people in 
troubled times are those who can help. In this case, the people who know 
the most about what the New World Order has done and has planned 
should be able to help others. It's safer, more effective and ultimately more 
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rewarding to become a valued part of your community, or the person with 
answers. You can even charge for it and prove that its money better spent. 

One has to look at this stuff honestly to see if it's true or not. No one who 
investigates anything is held to a higher standard than the people who look 
into "conspiracy theories ,/ , or the possible plans of the people in power. 
They are usually questioned more aggressively than others, so the dialectic 
process constantly improves the answers deep-researchers give. Since the 
establishment is now more public about their plans, it's up to people who 
know what's going on to decode the propaganda before we accept them. 

Incidentally, // conspiracy ,/ is the most common charge in any court of law 
in the world, or conspiracy to commit fraud, murder, etc. All // conspiracy ,/ 
means is two or more people deciding to commit an immoral or illegal act 
while keeping it a secret, which happens millions of times a day. To keep 
people from looking into what the people conspiring and colluding at the 
top are up to, the CIA and other institutions promoted the negative feelings 
about "conspiracy theories ,/ to discredit those working on this for decades. 

If you went to India and lived there for 5 years, then you would be asked to 
help direct friends who just showed up. The same principle applies to 
those who've looked deeper into socio-political issues, or the New World 
Order control system, and those new to it. While many won't want to hear 
you or believe it, ignore them and focus on open minds, that way you don't 
waste time. Once enough people see the obvious, or that governments and 
corporations are corrupt, they'll trust those who've learned more about it. 

Today, we all need to act like "Big Brothers" vs. "Big Brother", or people 
who know more about the world must help each other deal with the many 
threats to our health, wealth and sovereignty we all face. As long as we 
know that we should trust "people" more than governments, corporations 
and other big institutions, we're half-way there. After that, we have to 
come up with consistent ways to "wake people up" and get them up to 
speed smooth and fast to avoid a rough ride. We all need to think of ways. 

Once we all start thinking of ways to "wake people up" based on our 
understanding of how the people we interact with in general react to new 
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ideas, we can at least contribute ways to communicate to help everyone 
out. With the global standardization of culture taking place in-steps 
regionally, it should be possible to develop reasonable models for people to 
know what stages they go through similar to other recovery programs. 
People need to remember how they woke up and help others cope too. 

People should codify steps based on existing models like Alcoholics 
Anonymous and others. There are certain phases that people go through, 
such as disbelief, denial, fear, acceptance and action. If we can all develop 
ways for people to move through these steps quickly and avoid all the 
disinformation deliberately put out, more people can start taking action 
quicker to save their lives, families, friends and communities. Keep a 
notebook, camera or voice recorder handy to save any good ideas. 

Ways to connect with people include taking them seriously, or what they 
have to say about what they do. These days many people raised to be ego- 
syntonic don't take each other seriously, which weakens their bonds and 
causes them to disrespect and dislike each other. One reason is that people 
are discouraged from thinking, which means when they're presented with 
problems they react with fear. We have to be able to act "normal" when it 
comes to dealing with the "normal" stuff that we all have to deal with. 

Relationships have been confused and weakened on purpose, including the 
ridiculous divorce rates, teenage pregnancy rates, alcohol and drug abuse 
and everything else. Our reactions to this have also been co-opted, from 
understandable outrage to solutions that only make our problems worse, at 
least long-term. Our mental and physical health are compromised in ways 
that we need to understand. People will fear "different" information at 
first, so we need to understand that and compassionately share analysis. 

We have to realize all this is social engineering and not "natural", not in a 
system that's been working to control people for centuries, or versions of 
the same worldwide. The people in power study other empires just like 
normal people study other businesses if they want to run a business or 
other people if they want to emulate someone. As part of this they use 
everything they can to keep control, including simple things like "the 
fashion industry", a term first used by Plato in "The Republic" in 300 B.C. 
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Many books that we're familiar with reflect this, including Plato's above, 
arguably the blueprint for empires since. Others like Macchiavelli's "The 
Prince ,/ show this clearly, especially since it was written specifically to help 
a ruler maintain control over his people. The idea that today's trillionaires 
would miss this is ridiculous: they know better, and as American oligarch 
David Rockefeller always says, people have to study history to know what 
to do today. He's talking about "his" people, but this applies to us too. 

People are perfectly intelligent despite the million-plus attacks on our 
intelligence and sanity. If they maintain decent jobs and social circles of 
families and friends, it also shows the strong moral character needed to 
maintain healthy cultures. Make it clear that you're not attacking anyone's 
intelligence or opinions, but rather institutions that promote bad ideas, and 
that anyone can be wrong. The Germans under Hitler were smart. So were 
the Communist Chinese and Russians. But: they were fooled into fascism. 

Without a steady diet of good information that explains how the world 
works, we can be easily confused by the lies put out by the same big 
corporations poisoning our food, air, water, medicine, minds, bodies and 
souls, who clearly don't have our best interests at heart. We can tell when 
we're getting fat because our clothes don't fit. We can tell when we're 
getting stupid when our life doesn't fit, or when we can't make sense of it 
or improve it. It's a little harder to figure out, but we can see it happening. 

As long as we know this, we can do what we do anyway, which is share 
what we've learned to help each other out. People don't mind when their 
friends suggest good places to eat, ways to save money and more, so 
information about the New World Order should be framed in the same 
way. Just terrifying people won't work, so we have to use the same 
"Problem + Reaction = Solution" technique the elite use, the only thing that 
gets individuals or large groups of people to quickly do specific things. 

The Hegelian dialectic, or "thesis + antithesis = synthesis" is an ancient 
philosophy used by all successful rulers, the explanation was simplified by 
motivational speaker David Icke into "problem + reaction = solution". We 
know from our own experiences that people do whatever they want until 
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there's a problem, at which point they'll react and find a solution. When it 
conies to unfamiliar information, it's more important than ever to provide 
people the full package to make sure they react in their own best interests. 

The establishment knows this well, so they create our problems and give us 
our reactions and solutions, the complete package, to advance their hidden 
agenda. We, as individuals, just want to make a little love, make a little 
money, and make a few mistakes. All of us. At least everybody who's not 
a psychopath. Since we operate within various systems of laws, rules and 
regulations peacefully doing what we want, the only way to get all of us to 
accept radical changes and get what they want is the Hegelian dialectic. 

Many activists settle on just "waking people up" to the idea of a giant 
global conspiracy and expecting them to do something about it, which is 
not really fair. If the people who "wake up" can't share what to do about 
it, then what's the point in waking people up? Also, if everyone is awake 
and nobody does anything, then we're all in the same boat as Communist 
Russia, where everyone knew the government was evil but everyone was 
scared to say anything. People need solutions to our problems to survive. 

Just giving people problems also puts people into the problem category 
themselves, or the bearers of useless bad tidings. There are people who 
understand and appreciate the approach, but it's not beyond reproach, 
which is the problem. Unless everyone who sees you understands exactly 
what you're up to and why, then you can be dismissed by propaganda. 
Some may sympathize, but they won't see the practicality in a world where 
one could be ineffective and marginalized. Most will pass on participation. 

People need solutions like they need happy endings to movies, TV shows 
and stories in general, or something to laugh at. Our culture creation 
industry is turning us into children, including trapping many of us in retro- 
trappings. In the movie "The Matrix" people were trapped in a computer 
program that permanently resembled the late 1990's. We may be seeing it 
manifest. Our favorite shows from childhood are on DVD, our favorite 
music never left, our favorite styles are back. . . all to promote regression. 
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We can clearly see this in our globally standardizing culture, or grown-up's 
acting shallow and stupid being sold as our role models. Videogames like 
"Rock Band" and others encourage us to play air-guitar and dream of 
being famous; music is so simple that people can tell what a song is about 
and if they like it within a minute; the language is being destroyed by our 
txt msg generation and emails are going from "letters" to "8 words long", 
and more. This generation must recognize it, so we have to warn the next. 

Grown-up's being turned into children want the same thing that children 
do: approval. Most self-confident people don't need it, but the majority of 
people who follow trends or who impulsively make decisions in the never- 
ending quest to improve their lives need positive reinforcement before any 
criticism can take effect. Keep this in mind as they ask you what you think 
of what they're up to. As long as you can approve of some decisions then 
you'll get the latitude to criticize others as part of indicting the system. 

Seeing the reaction to the word "Bush" is interesting, because it's often 
laughter. This is obviously a collectively programmed and unnatural 
response to mentioning an alleged war criminal, which means they can 
make anything a joke to most people. Alduous Huxley told Mike Wallace 
on TV in the 1960's that, thanks to drugs and other factors, people may 
soon learn to "love their servitude" which is surely preferable to not. He 
wrote "Brave New World" and was revealing a plan we can see working. 

Huxley was not boasting by saying his "Brave New World" scenario was 
more likely than George Orwell's "1984", assuming a ruling class wanted 
it. He was saying it would be easier if people enjoyed their descent into 
slavery instead of using heavy-handed police state tactics to crush dissent. 
With well-known corruption in federal food and drug safety regulations, 
Big Pharmacide products appearing in tap- water, 51 % of Americans on 
prescription drugs and much, much more, it seems Huxley may be right. 

This is also why just "waking people up" won't work, not with a million 
enjoyable distractions, from YouTube videos, to free pornography, to tasty 
aspartame and MSG and more. As the great Alan Watt says, all this stuff is 
not given out by a grown-up Santa Claus: it's all put out and promoted by 
the New World Order for reasons from distraction to dehumanization. A 
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lot of it is just fun stuff made by good people in a box, but since the NWO 
distributes dangerous crap everywhere, people will fall back asleep into it. 

Predictive programming is key to understanding how the establishment 
works, or how they implant ideas into our head they can manifest later 
since we're vaguely familiar with them. The people at the top work in 
generations to achieve their goals, something that people have trouble 
understanding. Nearly all of our information is given to us to advance 
their agenda, including changing the ways we think, our values, our 
history and much more. Keep this in mind at all times to save your mind. 

We've seen movies about post-apocalyptic futures for decades, science 
fiction and other genres foreshadowing changes and so on. The reason 
many of them are accurate is because they were given ideas to give us by 
groups like The World Futurist Society ( http://www.wfs.org/ ) and others 
who are tasked with - not predicting - but programming - the future, or 
ensuring that we accept the changes incrementally by seeing the ideas in 
fictional depictions. There are thousands of examples of this in our culture. 

So, the "do your own research" approach won't work for most either, 
especially since people feel they don't have enough free time as it is. The 
"hobby" approach in general won't work to get the job done, which is the 
ultimate goal. People need to grow it into a "habit" at their own speed, but 
make sure their own speed is fast. Orwellian double-think based on fear 
causes us to feel two different realities, one that scares us and one that 
doesn't. We need both to survive. That's just the reality of the situation. 

The fact is, of course a giant global conspiracy to enslave and de-populate 
the earth is scary, and of course we're not prepared for it by our controlled 
culture. We're not supposed to be. We all have at least some evidence of 
corruption threatening us, but compartmentalizing our feelings doesn't 
allow us to normalize dealing with it. There is raw power in scaring 
people, but there is more power in finding empowering ways to share the 
information. It takes more work for more reward, so it's worthwhile. 

We know we're lying a lot when we don't mean to, or just acting the way 
we're supposed to, and saying or not saying what we think we should or 
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shouldn't in various situations. Thoughts come to mind but we don't 
express them, especially when the New Age "Keep it (stupid) happy!" 
philosophy being promoted everywhere means that saying something 
complex or depressing can be worse than passing gas in a social situation. 
This prevents us from discussing and solving our problems by-design. 

Belief systems that rely on self-obsession about metaphysical concepts are 
dangerous in general, as opposed to philosophies based on good works 
and external validation. The New Age Movement is adapted from corrupt 
Hinduism, predominant in a country determined to celebrate the roughly 
300 million members of the middle-class and ignore the 800 million poor. 
The reason is they don't like bringing up "negative" topics because they 
don't want the bad luck they ascribe to people who are down on their luck. 

This is where the idea of "always think positive" came from, or avoiding 
discussing anything negative or putting out "negative energy" because you 
might get it back. While an interesting theory, the reality is it just means 
that bad stuff can happen to others while we're willfully ignorant, which 
allows systems to be established where bad stuff happens on a regular 
basis, and eventually to us. It's a great way to enslave people who won't 
and soon can't think of how to get out of it, so we have to resist this idea. 

While individuals are different, the overall Hindu philosophy of the 
"caste" system was adapted by the British Empire to create the "class" 
system, where people are born into certain roles and know their place or 
fate and how to serve the ruling class, or maintain the status quo. This 
discourages looking at other factors that determine one's living conditions, 
or figuring out how a bunch of rich and greedy bastards are stealing from 
all of you. When it's backed up by "God" or "religion" it works great. 

Today, ascribing nobility to what is essentially spiritual masturbation 
makes it more dangerous than ever. People learn to brag about what they 
did for themselves and feel justified for it. While it's been perverted, if you 
met someone hundreds of years ago and called them "conscious" or 
enlightened, it would be because they were "conscious" of where they live 
and compassionate enough to share their knowledge. You can't possibly 
reach "universal consciousness" by skipping the world right around you. 
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Most of the New Age solutions prescribe forms of "escape" from our 
problems using yoga, meditation and more. The problem is that once you 
return your problems are just as bad as or worse than ever, mostly because 
you wasted time escaping from them instead of using your time to figure 
them out, or asking others to help you. While big corporations and other 
institutions are making all this fashionable, we often don't question why 
and accept the "ancient wisdom" behind them, or really ancient control. 

Through a combination of enjoyable activities, one can achieve balance in 
their diet of information to get some courage and guidance in a chaotic 
world. Heroes exist and have existed, but they've been replaced with 
sports figures and celebrities. Try playing some music by an artist you 
truly respect who makes you bring your "A" game, then say for the next 
hour youTl be a better person doing whatever. Bob Marley is a classic, but 
unfortunately the best ever is rarely heard anymore, except in commercials. 

As we know, you get out of something what you put into it, including how 
much you value your time and "who" you spend it with, meaning both 
friends and the creators of the material you consume. Since our culture is 
often fast-paced, disposable and forgettable, we often don't find artists or 
experts who we truly value and we value our life and time less as a result. 
If we accept the basest culture we'll debase ourselves with negative spin- 
off effects. Find people you truly value to help value your life and time. 

Friendships are also compromised by our socially engineered conservative 
and fearful approach to expressing ourselves. Over time we value our 
friends less because we don't allow ourselves to be comfortable with them, 
or to help each other solve each other's problems. A shelf full of self-help 
books can be replaced by a few serious conversations with good friends, or 
people that know you well enough to offer more than cookie-cutter mass 
market solutions. Dealing with "real" stuff proves you have "real" friends. 

Most self-help books basically say: "Have a goal, have a plan and think 
positive!" This is sound advice for accomplishing anything, however the 
specifics of your goals, plans and mindset can only be improved upon by 
people who understand your specific needs. We can all benefit from the 
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principle, but in practice we have to reach out to the people we know and 
ask them to take our dreams seriously enough to help us with them. Once 
we do this we can avoid the recidivist isolation associated with failure. 

Our explanations are shaped by big institutions and repeated by the 
masses, but instead of just accepting how things are explained by people 
whose lies have killed people, or being a fascist parrots with no thought to 
the consequences, we need to realize why we're given certain opinions. 
This may take some fortitude and new thought inspired by someone with a 
conscience who's reached people in an artistic way that inspires you. It is 
possible to realize the principles worth aiming for embodied in people. 

If you ask the question "Who do you admire? ,/ youTl get some interesting 
answers, especially since our globally standardizing culture gives us very 
few people who are worth admiring. You might get a few celebrities or 
sports stars, but people will freely admit how hollow their choices are. We 
need to admire people to live in a world worth admiring, but most people 
feel powerless and hopeless, even after the Obama campaign sold "Hope!"

While the list of people worth admiring is much larger than this, what 
youTl notice is that most of them are not given much coverage by the 
mainstream media. The reason is they speak truth to power on behalf of 
others, the most admirable thing in the world, but power controls the 
media, so they want to censor criticism. Fortunately while we have the 
internet we should use it, so save as much audio, video and other evidence 
as you can and use it to wake others up to the New World Order agenda. 
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People think the media fear-mongers to make money, but that's not true, at 
least as they understand it. The media controls our perception of reality so 
we don't notice the corruption, like most Americans being unaware they 
have 700 military bases in 150 countries enforcing The Chicago School of 
Economic Lunatics "free market" (really monopoly capitalist slavery) 
policies. Governments also rule by fear, so the media helps. The media 
could easily make money by selling "truth" and we'd buy it. They don't. 

Because we know some media outlets lie more than others, we believe in 
some more than others. However, we have to realize like in other cases of 
collusion, the cabal behind the media-mess created several fake groups for 
us to fall into, including the "right", "left", "anarchists", "socialists" and 
most others to make sure they control them, otherwise a real revolution 
might threaten their rule. We've heard of the old "divide and conquer" 
strategy, this is part of it, so cut through the engineered schizophrenia. 

Don't worry about agreeing with everything anyone says: no two people 
on earth agree on everything, so it's a ridiculous standard to hold anyone 
to. We saw how family members disagreeing was normalized during the 
2004 U.S. Presidential elections with "red-state/ blue-state households", a 
ridiculous situation only possible because both parties tell us complex lies 
designed to keep us fighting. It works. Outside of "taste" we shouldn't 
disagree on much if we're aiming for truth, so figure out why we do. 

Since many people have been conditioned to think in the same ways about 
these issues, many of the same techniques will work on different people. 
As long as we are prepared to offer people their problems, reactions and 
solutions, than nobody can complain, or use the "But what can we do?" 
question to avoid thinking of doing anything. People are naturally 
disinclined to do anything when they're comfortable, but sharing fear just 
paralyzes them, which is what the New World Order wants anyway. 

People respect effort, or well-thought out plans to achieve results, as 
opposed to taking on new challenges when they're busy or happy enough 
to comfortably avoid them. Their initial reaction of disbelief when it comes 
to information that challenges their reality needs to be dealt with by giving 
them something to believe, or empowering reactions and practical 
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solutions. The one-size fits all approach to solutions won't work, so people 
should think of as many ways to win as possible so others can use them. 

Fighting the New World Order is the biggest driver of empathy in the 
world. It's the oldest fight in history, or people against people in power on 
behalf of other people and not just themselves, so it's in our genetic make- 
up to be able to handle it. The best way to sell the truth is to look happy 
you bought it, so show you can handle the information and be relaxed, 
otherwise nobody else will want to. We have to be better and happier 
people than most so others ask "What's your secret?" to be effective. 

Most fake self-help solutions give people problems they don't have and 
homework they don't have to do, perpetually confusing and weakening 
them until they are totally self-obsessed and feel too fundamentally flawed 
to do or say anything worthwhile until they fix themselves. This is to make 
sure that most people feel they are unable to handle their own problems, 
help others, or fight the New World Order. These ideas have been pushed 
for over a hundred years by big institutions to weaken us for the takeover. 

We need to stop thinking of how "we" gain or lose or can deal with every 
situation, especially when most of the stuff we're taught to obsess about is 
"normal" stuff that anybody can handle. Things get twice as difficult when 
we think they are which is what "self-help" and "psychology" often 
teaches us. If we feel inherently flawed and look internally for answers 
we'll never find them. That's the intentional architecture of this type of 
brainwashing. Some people waste years on this stuff: don't be one of them. 

The truth is that knowledge is power and the truth will set you free, 
including sharing your individual take on it and having your own unique 
words and worth be consistently validated by others instead of just 
repeating what you're supposed to. This will eliminate the need to find 
phantom and fleeting validation within, which is hard. Understanding the 
big picture and the establishment agenda and knowing what trends and 
ideas to avoid is the best way to protect your family and friends and sanity. 

We have been trained to think in ego-syntonic (egocentric) ways for 
generations, or only of how we alone gain or lose from what we think of 
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doing. We have to consciously reject this by watching our language and 
how we respond to initiatives. The media demonizes protestors and makes 
us feel smart for saying there's nothing we can do. That's insane. Nobody 
would say there's no way to fix a car if they never looked into it, so nobody 
should say there's no way to save the world if they never looked into it. 

Our ego-syntonic conditioning isolates us, including turning us into self- 
indulgent people we can't stand, which weakens our relationships. Our 
culture feeds this by constantly telling us what we should do for ourselves, 
even at the expense of others. The more we focus on ourselves the more 
we isolate ourselves, even if we think we're doing it for noble reasons. As 
children we knew that sharing made us feel better than being selfish, so as 
in many cases it's simple: all we have to do is remember what we forgot. 

The biggest problem with being ego-syntonic is it retards our ability to help 
others, including in conversations and in general. When we don't listen 
and just wait to speak, our thoughts are less valued by others. When we 
can't build on what others say, or help others improve on their ideas and 
plans, it makes us worse friends. When all we think of is ourselves, the 
environment we live in can go to hell and we can't work together to stop it. 
We need to consciously start to think of what others can do to combat this. 

One big issue is the semi-rhetorical " questions wers" that people use to stop 
thinking about stuff, or posing questions they answer themselves about 
information they're scared to look at, arguably part survival mechanism 
and part indoctrination. People will take "If this was true, why isn't the 
media talking about it?" and turn it into "If this was true the media would 
talk about it." The dialectic approach can beat this, so don't settle on just 
sharing information, explain ways for people to accept and deal with it. 

We all need to think of solutions that anybody could use, something far 
different from what we're used to. Instead of worrying about our own 
time and energy, we can take an honest look at the problems we face and 
figure out what anybody in our community or the world can do about 
them. We often subconsciously reject anybody asking us to do anything, 
especially when it's for a good cause, because we fear the commitment 
involved. This keeps us from working on good ideas until they're great. 
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Complex life and death situations require more thinking than settling on 
what "might" work, or faux-karmic solutions that only make us feel better 
without a plan to win. Those who fail to plan, plan to fail. Since the bad 
guys plan to win, we should too, it only makes sense. It's bizarre how most 
activists never think of "winning", but it's arguably part of the CIActivism 
control and brainwashing. The NWO knew there would be an organic 
response to screwing people, so they created all the fake activism we see. 

As long as we accept things at face-value without looking into them, we'll 
assume everyone who says they're doing something good really is without 
realizing that most of them are not. Big foundations funded by billionaires 
fund most activist news and groups to control their agenda, including 
making sure they don't discuss the banking system, or the source of all our 
problems. Many good people are fooled by this: don't be one of them. The 
truth is finally out with the trillions in bankster bailouts: so share it widely. 

Many activists end up bitter and disillusioned, usually after college when 
they can be plugged back into the "system" as good little producers and 
consumers. They are given angry ways to speak on issues that alienate 
people. They are given causes that compete with other groups, or told to 
beg the government for money. All of this is designed to destroy the real 
goals of any empathetic organization, or freedom, peace and prosperity for 
all. Since we have the benefit of history on our side: we can avoid this. 

Control and social engineering is another big factor, or people fooled into 
thinking they should tell other people what to do. As long as we support 
this we allow the people in power to manipulate all of us to their ends, or 
to implement policies that inevitably disadvantage us all. People should be 
empowered to control their own communities, cities, environments and 
countries. All other solutions are fake. We're nearing the endgame of the 
establishment, so it's best to realize this fast before we're victimized by it. 

Since most people are fairly neutral on many of these issues, there is a solid 
base of people to appeal to if you have solid ideas. Don't waste time trying 
to convince people who already have strong differing political views: you 
can't sell a salesman when they're busy trying to sell you. The average 
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person is surprisingly open to the idea that governments, corporations and 
other big institutions are corrupt despite the mass media spin, so they can 
be appealed to with better explanations than they are usually given. 

Individuals can do a number of things to stall the establishment agenda, 
including sharing information to lessen the impact of the associated 
propaganda, or the scare tactics that get us to accept it. Many people are 
obsessed with saying the correct or "politically correct" thing, a term 
borrowed from Communism. The term is derived from "political", which 
is set by whatever political system we're a part of. It doesn't matter what 
party is in charge, the "politically correct" thing to say is standardized. 

As long as we accept what we're "supposed to say" as the only thing we're 
supposed to say, we'll devolve our ability to think and challenge the ideas 
we receive from big institutions that have proven corrupt. We need to 
calmly and compassionately challenge what we're supposed to say and be 
respected for it to receive individual validation of our own thoughts and 
worth. While people want to be "polite" (another "pol" word), politeness 
is an enemy of truth that keeps us from expressing our true feelings. 

People can still be "nice", but they don't have to toe the establishment or 
party line even though they think that's what they're supposed to do. We 
want to "fit in", but if we do we don't "stand out", which means our 
uniqueness is never validated. Individuality is being destroyed in our 
globally standardizing culture, so we have to resist as individuals to 
survive and help others do the same. While we have to consider what we 
risk if we speak out, we also have to consider what we risk if we don't. 

Having a different take on things should become a habit, or thinking of 
something different to say than what everyone is saying. It can be more 
difficult with friends, so try it with strangers too. Like stand-up comics 
and others, point out how bizarre many "normal" things are, or have a 
different take on things that you've thought out. You don't need to 
challenge others each time, but you should be confident enough to have 
your own opinions that you can articulate and get respect for having. 
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Fear is a universal driver of human action and the soul of "politeness" as a 
concept. We're scared to say something that might offend or upset others, 
which means we think we're naturally bad people if we speak freely. Ideas 
are ascribed to people in "groups" using collectivist thinking, or "you're 
one of THOSE people", which keeps anything but what we're supposed to 
from being discussed. In parts of the world they argue about politics and 
philosophy to get to truth with nothing personal intended. We should too. 

In all areas of society, the people who "break the rules" or do something 
different successfully are the most celebrated, whether they're artists, 
businesspeople or just unique individuals. This paradox is what traps 
people into failing to express themselves uniquely and what cripples their 
self-worth over time. Many people "survive" conversations these days 
because they aren't used to thriving in them, or having what they think 
validated by others. We have to be confident enough to be unique. 

The definitions we usually settle on are how the New World Order agenda 
advances, or accepting things like the "recession" without realizing that we 
don't have to take their funny-money fiat system falling apart seriously. If 
we say the "smart" thing or what we're "supposed to" then we'll accept 
things as-is instead of questioning them to get to better solutions. Most 
people aren't strong enough to think for themselves, but ironically, if they 
start they'll be stronger, so it works. Don't accept how things are revealed. 

Creativity is universal human crack, nothing gets us higher, so putting 
your energies into producing something that you're proud of is worth it. 
This can range from opinions, to ideas, to actions, to stuff, or anything as 
long as you can explain how you are being creative with it. Creativity is 
discouraged as we devolve into cultures that absorb information instead of 
create it, or television watchers instead of storytellers. It's been said for 
generations and we've seen the results of ignoring it: so turn of the TV. 

Music can stimulate conversations, so try playing music when entertaining 
instead of watching television or playing videogames, or play cards or 
boardgames, or anything that encourages interaction. We value each other 
less when we have less to offer, which becomes habitual when we're never 
called upon to offer anything. Music can also energize and stimulate you 
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individually, so don't settle on liking the music you "used to" like, find 
something new and ask others for suggestions, they'll appreciate it too. 

In general, valuing others' opinions is the best way to empower them, but 
that doesn't mean all of them, only the good ones about issues they know a 
lot about. If one is going to challenge another's choices, it's best to make it 
clear you value many of them too. People's egos are threatened by being 
corrected, so make sure you say they're correct about a lot of stuff before 
you correct them. Normal behavior involves helping each other figure out 
and improve our lives. It's just tougher today because of the conditioning. 

Television and videogames lull our brains into passive sleep-like states 
with both the content and flicker-rates, so we absorb information without 
thinking about it. That's why many people walk around like they're in a 
daze. Children are especially susceptible, so make sure the TV isn't their 
educator and babysitter. Federal governments, who allow everything we 
consume to be poisoned, are mandating that all television signals be digital 
soon, so realize this and don't think they're doing it for our best interests. 

We need to make resisting what ails us a habit, or what we already know is 
messing other people up. We realize there are a lot of stupid people today, 
but we also have to realize that drinking from the same metaphorical 
drinking fountain of crap will obviously make us dumber too. Better 
options should make better people, so we have to show that our choices 
improve our lives to wean others off their addictions. This can be done in a 
variety of ways, so be creative, your sincere efforts will be appreciated. 

Committees of Correspondence were set up 10 years before the American 
Revolution in 1776, or people writing about, meeting and discussing how 
to resist the British tyranny well-before the Boston Tea Party and the first 
shots fired at Lexington and Concord. History has been fudged to make it 
seem like it was spontaneous, but like most things if we think about them, 
we can see how impossible that is. We're in basically the same situation, so 
we have to realize how historically normal this is and simply deal with it. 

Individuals can burn copies of DVD's on key issues so people can see "TV 
vs. TV" to wake them up, especially when they show rare mainstream 
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news stories that challenge the official narratives but were buried in our 
collective memory-hole. The 22 documentary films of filmmaker and radio 
host Alex Jones are the best bet since they've been proven to work, so 
purchase copies at Infowars.com and burn and share as many copies as 
you can, the filmmakers encourage you to. Many others will work as well. 

We can also collect publicly available email addresses and contact people 
on a regular basis with relevant information. If anyone wants off your list 
than politely oblige. (I've done this with 7000 emails and get just one or 
two unsubscribe requests per e-blast - Ed.) Most people will get the idea 
that you're serious about what you're doing if you put your heart and soul 
into it as opposed to just forwarding random stuff, so make sure you write 
something too. Keep it short: 1000 - 3000 words max. (I didn't, oops - Ed.) 

Community engagement in an isolating world is vital, and our desires will 
be co-opted by federal government programs meant to control us if we 
don't act. Researching topics, creating one-page flyers, making 100 copies 
(e.g.) and dropping them off weekly in your neighbors' mailboxes is ideal. 
You share basically the same interests as your neighbors and community, 
so figuring out how to communicate with them will be easy. People will 
get used to them if they're done well, but get feedback to improve them. 

People can make business cards cheaply with key information on them, 
such as how all vaccines cause micro-vascular strokes according to Dr. 
Andrew Moulden. The poisons in them over-stimulate our immune 
systems by-design, but as the particles travel through tiny capillaries, large 
white blood cells attack and squish them, cutting off the blood supply to 
organs. Having these handy to hand to parents and others shows you're 
not just shooting from the hip, but that you're researching and sharing it. 

In general, most people are likely to take something small to carry from a 
stranger than something big, just see how other flyers (etc.) are designed. 
Many are also worried about wasting paper, so they'll appreciate it. It only 
takes a few hours for anyone to research and design something that can 
save countless people untold illness or misery, so it's worth it to save your 
community. It doesn't matter what you know, if others don't you might 
soon live in a poor and scary community where you're not safe anyway.

We often don't know our neighbors today, but this is as good a time as any 
to meet them, perhaps better. However, many activists just have random 
conversations about complex and unfamiliar issues, or win random 
arguments that may not have a lasting impact, so it's a poor use of time. 
People respect effort and discipline, so the time you take in carefully 
crafting what you say will be appreciated. We want things made simple, 
so if you know it, then make the complex = simple for others to benefit. 

Business owners can be approached by no more than 2 people on behalf of 
groups with information to help save their business and customers. Be 
brief and polite, say you're leaving information for just the owners and 
staff and don't interact with customers. Don't have conversations unless 
you are prompted and be conservative in your answers. Leave quickly to 
get more done in the timeframe. Local businesses should start to use their 
valuable window or counter-space to promote the truth while they can. 

One advantage to doing things individually is the total freedom you have 
to do what you want and the total confidence in your own ability to have a 
positive impact on others. While one also needs to be able to work with 
others to succeed in defeating the New World Order agenda locally, there 
are no limits on what you can do yourself, plus if you're accomplished you 
bring a much stronger voice and ideas to any group, which helps keep 
your voice from being suppressed and your group from being co-opted. 

People love power, that's why we have fetishes about money, guns, sex 
and so on. There are only two types of power: how much power you have 
over others and how much power others have over you. This is for both 
individuals and organizations. Fighting the New World Order should be a 
driver of empathy and creativity, so if someone just wants to boss people 
around, make sure you can tell. Since the "truth" movement is small and 
marginalized, we need to hold to principles to avoid anybody taking over. 

Since we know COINTELPRO, or the FBI's counter-intelligence program in 
the 1960's to stop black and anti-war activists, was active 40 years ago, plus 
we saw in films like "Fahrenheit 9/11" how the Pentagon infiltrates groups 
today, we can prepare for it. This includes mentally. We have to get used 
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to the idea that they're primarily there to gather information as opposed to 
threaten or harm anyone, just like the people spying on our phone calls and 
emails. It's no big deal, they have a job to do and so do we, so who cares. 

Spook-proofing organizations is easy as long as we stick to principles of 
open communication and building leaders as the goals. Infiltrators will 
gain credibility by doing stuff, so just because someone contributes doesn't 
mean they're on-side. People can blind-copy official emails to others to 
avoid someone discrediting a group; power at the top must be shared; 
people meeting with others must take a one-pager on your group to avoid 
them discrediting you; and so on. Like anything, figuring it out can help. 

The transition from individual researcher to accomplished outreacher is 
one that everyone will be comfortable making if they approach it the right 
way, or if they can see what they have to offer is of unimpeachable value. 
If we settle on less, or if we get lazy about our efforts, than we won't 
impress ourselves or anyone else. However, if we can clearly see the value 
in what we have to offer from all angles and someone rejects it, then it 
won't affect us because it's not our fault, which immunizes our egos. 

Since artists are caught between a world that celebrates commercial appeal 
and their better instincts, they need the help of the audience to validate 
their desires to take chances. People who listen to talk radio or other 
interviews can chop-up clips or soundbites to feed to DJ's, producers and 
others, both to educate them and to invite them to use them in their music 
(etc.) When people ask their artists to help communicate with others about 
the most vital issues we face, they'll appreciate that audiences care and try. 

YouTube videos and others can help spread the message, including ones 
focused on specifically where you live to appeal to others in your area that 
you can hand-out or sell. General information about the New World Order 
is already out there in hundreds of ways, including many excellent ones, so 
translating the hundreds of changes each city is going through so locals 
understand them. Things like the "UN Agenda 21" plan for sustainable 
development are lowering our standards of living, so reveal how to stop it. 
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World Government plans have local components implemented worldwide, 
so we can all stop them locally, including by finding out which of our local 
elected officials are agreeing to them. It takes a bit of research that one can 
do online or offline, but it's all publicly available but not widely publicized. 
With something like UN Agenda 21, the ICLEI organization in Toronto is 
the head office of local "sustainable development" changes to our living 
standards worldwide, so find out what your city is doing and help stop it. 

People may forget information like seeing "Building Seven" fall which 
proves 9/11 was an inside job, or the "War in Iraq" because it's not on TV 
and so on, but if you tie anti-New World Order concepts to things they can 
see everyday, like cameras being put up, Masonic symbols on government 
buildings, the infantilization of our culture, the government taking over 
most local advertising like in Communist countries and more, they can use 
the better interpretations of what they see daily to de-program themselves. 

Once you understand the agenda you can see it everywhere, much like 
how the character Neo sees "The Matrix" in the movie. It's not quite as 
dramatic, in fact it's normal, so it should be easy to explain. If people 
figure out how to explain this to others they'll give others ways to explain 
it to others too, which is the best type of activism to get the job done. The 
truth is on display in public right in front of us, so all we have to do is give 
people better explanations for what they see to get them to ask for more. 

One big problem is so few of us control where we live, including turnouts 
for local elections being around 10%, a pathetic drop-off from the pathetic 
50% turn-out for federal elections. The political system is undeniably a 
fraud, but as long as people believe in it, then the rest of us can use that 
belief in it to validate our efforts. When you vote to give someone a job 
that pays $100,000 a year to serve you, you can ask for stuff. We know 
they're busy working for someone, but they should be busy working for us. 

Perhaps if a handful of citizens in a riding worked together to get their 
local elected official to watch the same DVD on a topic that anyone else 
could and agree to record a conversation about it afterwards within a 
month, we'll get some answers. People could take "The Nation's 
Deathbed" about the SPP.Gov/North American Union plans to merge 
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Canada, America and Mexico into a European Union-style federation 
without their citizen's permission and have everyone judge the same thing. 

A half-dozen people from the same neighborhood could get a petition 
signed by 500 neighbors based on what they're asking their elected official 
to do, especially since it's not much to ask for 3 hours of work within a 
month based on the job they're given and when few people ask them for 
anything. They can also agree to keep in touch with the neighbors who 
agree to share the results. Regardless of the outcome, more people will 
find out about the issues and their politicians accountability, so it works. 

The idea of not focusing on "winning" or "losing" with every shot will 
help us take more, it's a long game and the more we shoot the more 
chances we have to win. If you run for office people have a reason to listen 
to you, which means they might try, which means you can share needed 
information. You should obviously take your campaign seriously to keep 
credibility, but the fact is you can probably do more campaigning than 
buried in the bureaucracy as part of a hierarchy, so it's still worthwhile. 

Frankly, there should be at least 20 people constantly running for every 
elected office in the world at all times, even with no official "election" call, 
just to keep our politicians honest. If you're a third party or independent 
candidate you'll have to start early anyway to account for the potential lack 
of media coverage too. Research your local positions, pick one, print a few 
flyers or business cards, set up a website, grab a few friends and go, it's a 
fun way to spend your time with little pressure before the election is called. 

People want the "truth" and want to talk about it, but the problem is 
there's no "polite" way or place to in our society. You can't do it at work, 
at parties, on dates or anywhere else with our engineered norms, or at least 
you can't do it much. However, if people think there's a reason to talk to 
you then they might, or at least they won't be upset about you speaking on 
these issues since you have a good excuse too. We can all make decisions 
that enable others to speak their minds, which is always a good thing. 

While most people know politicians are corrupt, there are a few gems like 
Congressman Ron Paul (R-TX) who's voted constitutionally for 30 years. 
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Many people on the "inside" are just as scared as everyone else, but they 
don't know if they have the public support to take a courageous stand. 
There are many examples of good politicians though very few in the 
media, so it warps our perspective. However, if we believe they'll fail then 
they will, so we need to get proof before we decide they're unreliable. 

Currently over 25 U.S. states are declaring their right to state sovereignty 
under the 10th Amendment thanks to the fantastic work of dedicated 
politicians, or telling the federal government to back-off from their un- 
constitutional actions, including preparations for martial law. The media 
spun this as states rejecting the Obama bailout money, but that's only part 
of it. The way to save the world is de-centralized power and honest 
money, so help your regional elected representatives protect your region. 

The G24 Solution is one way to ensure consistent communication and 
action in your community, or 24 people donating a minimum of just 2 
hours a week do developing an activist infrastructure. Others can also 
contribute and build on this, but the bottom line is with specific areas and 
goals to focus on, information-overlap can be minimized and people can 
work on specific ways to find information relevant to their communities. 
Groups can start with 6 or 8 people and grow into 24 over time easily. 

Once people know what each other is working on, they can help by sharing 
relevant information they find as part of their normal activities, which 
helps keep communication consistent and improves the final product. As 
long as people are "building" something together and depending on each 
other to complete it, inertia can be eliminated. Once others see a strong, 
stable and friendly network of people working on something positive, 
they'll be inclined to either join or at least partner-up for specific actions. 

After it's up and running, G24 members will have the confidence to 
approach both issues and people naturally with a support-system behind 
them, which also relaxes the individual in rare conversations about these 
issues. Others in your community will be open to meeting with a "group" 
that has more inherent credibility than an individual: whistleblowers will 
share tips, journalists will see you're credible enough to sell internally as 
worth reporting on and more. The bad guys work together, so we should. 
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Combining this information into something bigger will need central 
committees, or a "think tank" filtration system similar to the one used by 
the New World Order. Instead of individuals just working on "learning" 
stuff independently, they can focus on ways to win too. Information 
gathered can be used to develop plans to reach out to specific groups with 
specific information for and ways to help them, or develop general actions 
that anyone can take. It'll be fun too, just like an old-fashioned barn-raisin'. 

Individuals in roles submitting weekly reports can be defined as follows: 

1 . Check the federal government website once a week. Do a 500 word 
weekly report or videoblog (etc.) on the changes that took place, pending 
and passing legislation with links and share it on the group's website. 

2. Check the state/ provincial government website and do the same. 

3. Check the municipal government website and do the same. 

4. Healthcare Ombudspersons can also do 500 word reports on the latest 
local health news and take complaints and concerns from locals. This area 
is the most viral and should be used to develop the best information source 
in your community for everyone to use and share with others. 

5. Education Ombudspersons can also do 500 word reports on the latest 
local education news and concerns, it's another key area. Funding is 
always an issue in school systems that have failed for decades, so it might 
by time to find out why and what we can do to change this. 

6. Military Ombudspersons can also do 500 word reports on the latest 
changes in military policy, an important role since tyranny is always uses 
police and soldiers. This role can be use to clarify the fact that your group 
is "pro-troops" and "anti-lies" that needlessly endanger them. 

7. Police Ombudspersons can also do 500 word reports on the latest 
changes in police policy, take local concerns and develop ways to arbiter 
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solutions. Understanding the New World Order means we can see how 
both groups are fooled into fighting, so we can also stop it. 

8. Press Liaisons can be used to formally contact the media, issue press 
releases, arrange interviews and more. Journalists need to "sell" what 
they're talking about internally if it's not "normal" stuff, so a role thanking 
them for good work and working with them can work. 

9. Community Liaisons can be focused on reaching out to specific groups 
and arranging for speaking engagments, Q&A's, and more. They can have 
a list of groups to contact, an internal list of truth-ambassadors and their 
schedules and specializations, and set up local meetings. 

10. Religion Ombudspersons can be of any religion, but they must respect 
the concept of religion and its historical role in preserving the values that 
create strong societies. They can reach out to religious groups and 
recommend others within the group who can visit to discuss. 

11. Entertainment Ambassadors can reach out to the entertainment scene 
to get ideas on how to communicate with artists, fans, patrons and more. 
The "bar scene" and others pick up a lot of chatter, so connecting with 
them in a variety of ways can yield a variety of dividends. 

12. Facebook Czars can be responsible for promoting the groups' actions 
on the largest social networking website in the world, including suggesting 
other groups members of the G24 can support. Anyone can use Facebook, 
but someone should be focused on networking your group. 

13. Movie Reviewers should watch and (500 word) review at least one new 
movie a week from the anti-New World Order perspective. There's nearly 
every movie to choose from, but reviews should be balanced and creative 
by acknowledging quality while pointing out programming. 

14. Music Reviewers should do the same weekly with new albums. 

15. TV Reviewers should do the same weekly with popular shows. 
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16. Chief Financial Oracles should figure out local investment and savings 
needs and generally advise people on what to do with their money. People 
in the same areas often share many of the same income-levels and issues, 
so focus on being the best financial advisor in town. 

17. Parental Guidance Gurus should work on helping busy parents figure 
out how to avoid the stress of messed-up kids, or the environmental and 
educational factors causing problems. Parents should count on consistent 
and quality information delivered quickly and easily. 

18. EnvironmenTherapists should focus on rehabilitating people fooled 
into believing in // sacrifice ,/ and other ubiquitous "green" issues by sharing 
real concerns and explaining the history of the modern environmental 
movement was based on plans to steal all our rights and property. 

19. Survival Strategists should focus on helping people deal with the 
possible collapse of civilization by sharing how to get guns, gold, clean 
storable food, air, water, soap and much more. While people have 
disposable income they can prepare if they know what to do. 

20. Street Team Organizers should help arrange regular street actions, 
business outreaches and more. There will be other promotional groups in 
your community to discuss strategies with, including high-traffic areas and 
more, so work with locals to understand how to reach others. 

21. Material Witnesses can be focused solely on finding deals on blank 
DVD's, paper, photocopying services, long-distance and more, or finding 
free or donated stuff whenever possible. The needs of the group should be 
front and center on the groups website so others can contribute. 

22. Political Correctional Officers can help identify the propaganda and 
things that are fashionable to say and do that limit our abilities to think and 
relate. Weekly reports can focus on the micro to macro patterns that help 
others deconstruct "why" they're given what they're given to say. 

23. Youth Outreachers can be young members of groups who have the G24 
support system behind them to approach others in their demographic, 
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including by offering them a chance to clarify issues and their rights for 
their peers with the help of adults. 

24. Public Relationships Workers can be charged with developing ways to 
resist the propaganda weakening our bonds and ways to strengthen all 
healthy relationships, from families and friends to co-workers and more. 
Once people realize how they don't have to act they'll be happier for it. 

This model or parallel examples will enable groups to have a consistent 
pool of experts on the New World Order and specific areas to draw upon 
for street actions, films and videos, meetings and more. Unless there's a lot 
of money involved, most people only want to join healthy circles of people 
who act like friends, so the consistent work on this local project and the 
respect people have for what others produce should facilitate this process. 
Many permutations are possible, but this one seems like it covers a lot. 

One of the New World Order symbols is a bundle of sticks tied together to 
represent the power of fascism, we can see it on government buildings and 
on the dollar bills held by the eagle. It means that as individual sticks they 
can be easily broken, but tied together tight they can't be. That's how they 
rule for centuries: they stick together and divide and conquer us. While we 
can and must still be individuals, when we're confronted with a common 
threat it only makes sense to see what we all have to lose and try to keep it. 

Ultimately, there is no one individual who can possibly succeed against the 
New World Order at this point no matter how talented or charismatic they 
are. Since this is the case, we have to make sure we don't put all of our 
faith in any potential heroes, from "Neo" in The Matrix to "Ron Paul" in 
the Presidential elections to "Alex Jones" in the Infowars. This is another 
trick to get us to both follow the fake revolutionaries they put out and to 
assume our own disempowered inability to be leaders in any situation. 

As long as we realize this, we have to approach this battle differently than 
we would simply "learning" about other areas for interests' sake. Only the 
most bizarre version of Orwellian double-think would allow us to put 
petty issues ahead of working together to deal with the common threat we 
all face, especially those who know what's happening with their unique 
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responsibility to inform others. Based on all the evidence, this appears to 
be the final battle for the fate of humanity itself. There are no spectators. 

Fortunately the Lord (or whomever) works in mysterious ways, because 
coincidentally this is also the moment when humanity can finally be free of 
rule by kings, queens, oligarchs and other tyrants behind wars, poverty 
and everything that has plagued humanity for thousands of years. We can 
thank the New World Order for giving us unprecedented education and 
opportunity over the last 100 years. Now it's up to us to keep what we've 
been given and to build on it with the knowledge of history behind us. 

While we have to stay armed and prepared for a hot-war, we also have to 
focus on manifesting a peaceful revolution at all levels, or the "Information 
War" with practical solutions based on the people we can work with and 
the socio-political systems we're operating in. Once we arrest the people at 
the top, who are also victims of all this by virtue of being born into certain 
families, we need to treat them humanely to avoid destroying our own 
humanity. When revolutions turn bloody, the crap often rises to the top. 

Plans to try them in court and, if found guilty, keep them around in 
comfortable yet secure college-dorm conditions with access to amenities 
should be in place, especially if it comes to negotiating a stand-off with 
them. Frankly they can keep all their stuff, just not their control over us, if 
it comes to that choice. Like the serial-killer character Hannibal Lecter in 
"Silence of the Lambs", we should also make sure that we can learn from 
these people by keeping them alive to make sure this never happens again. 
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
